he Fortnightly Review very earnestly directs your attention to the following

of which Elmer V. McCarthy, M.D. is chairman, Joseph B. Zielinski, D.D.S. 
is vice-chairman and George L. Secord, Phar.D. is secretary-treasurer. The Inter- 
professional Committee is an association of physicians, dentists, pharmacists and 
auxiliaries dedicated to the preservation of the American way of life and to the 
maintenance of medicine and allied services as free institutions in a free society. 


Dear Friend: 


The Interprofessional Committee of Cook County, which consists of several 
thousand physicians, dentists, pharmacists and others in the allied health professions, 
has completed its task of screening and endorsing candidates for election in Novem- 
ber to the United States Congress and the Illinois General Assembly. 

The list of candidates endorsed by the Committee is included in this letter. (see 
page 6). 

By way of explanation, it should be pointed out that in several state senatorial 
districts there is no contest. Endorsements in such districts would serve no purpose 
and have not been made. In other senatorial districts, and in some congressional 
districts, the committee found no valid reason for endorsing or supporting any of the 
opposing candidates. A few candidates who were elected in 1950 with committee 
support have not been endorsed again, because of our conviction that they failed to 
redeem their pledges of two years ago. 

Before making its endorsements, the Committee conducted a thorough and pain- 
staking study of the experience, record and background of all Cook County candi- 
dates for legislative office. All candidates were invited to appear before an organized 
screening committee and most of them did so. Information elicited by interview was 
supplemented by further inquiry ‘in the candidates’ own communities. 

The Committee urges you to support endorsed candidates for election in Novem- 
ber, and to save this letter for future reference. Should any additional endorsements 
be made by the Committee, you will be notified accordingly. 

This Committee is urgently in need of funds to carry out its important function 
of helping to elect candidates to legislative office who are opposed to socialization in 
all forms, and who generally support the ideals and traditions of the health professions. 

Undoubtedly, many professional people have intended to contribute to the Com- 
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mittee, but have “not gotten around to it.” If you are one of these, we urge you to 
send your check now to the Interprofessional Committee of Cook County, 25 East 
Washington Street, Chicago, Illinois. By doing so, you will be making a contribution 
to an important activity of professional people everywhere. 

As you perhaps know, the Interprofessional Committee of Cook County is but 
one of many “healing arts” committees which are operating throughout the country, 
Thus the efforts of this committee represent the contribution of Cook County to the 
state and national effort. 

Your support of the Committee’s efforts, both financially and politically, will be in 
the best interest of all.

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OUR CHANGING IDEAS ABOUT SECURITY 


Not too many years ago we recall seeing advertisements in newspapers and 
magazines showing a happy elderly couple in front of a nice small cottage set 
in pastoral beauty. The accompanying caption stated “How we retired on $100 a 
month at 55.” Not too long after this, the figure was changed to $150, then 
$200, and now will even read $250. If our original couple were 55 years of age 
when they retired twenty years ago on $25 per week income, they would be 75 
years old now, but minus their happy smiles and their pretty cottage because 
they have found it impossible to exist on $100 a month in this day and age. As 
the life expectancy graph spirals upward, the number of such couples is bound 
to increase. How has this come about and what does the future hold for us 
when we reach the mellow years? 

Mr. and Mrs. Retired worked hard, raised their children jn an acceptable 
fashion, and put enough money aside in a annuity so they could quit at 55. The 
money salted was hard-earned stable money, when a dollar actually bought a 
dollar’s worth of produce or merchandise. When considering the interest earned 
on the investment, and the fact that our dollar today is worth half of what it 
was twenty years ago, we find that our couple have actually one-third of what 
they expected to have at this time. Consequently they have to have help from 
the state, go back to work again if possible, or fall back on their relatives for 
financial assistance. 

This deplorable condition has been like a cancerous growth, spreading and 
undermining our society, leaving doubts and regrets among our elders, and 
causing a definite unrest and lack of confidence on the part of the younger 
individuals. Following the course of least resistance, we have fallen back on the 
national government for aid and support. Since the financial support of the 
government is derived from the taxpayers, then we are actually calling on our- 
selves for help, and must eventually pay the bill. 

A partial solution to the old age problem was the enactment of the O.A.S.I. 
program. Many things can be said for and against it, but at least we should 
give the government credit for trying. Whereas this idea can definitely help 
individuals now ready to retire, the same old story of the shrinkage of the dollar 
leaves the younger persons in doubt as to eventual worth of their money invested 
in this program now. The added tax burden of the O.A.S.I. has forced many 
individuals to seek loans from banks and other lending agencies to pay their 
taxes. Four times more people were forced to do this in 1952 as in 1951, and 
if the cost of living increases again, the tax situation is liable to get out of hand. 
Since the government can change the tax rate as well as the benefits at any 
time, our future with the O.A.S.I. is cloudy to say the least. Once we have 
decided to adhere to Social Security, there will be no chance for us to be free 
of it, so before deciding in its favor, we must be positive. 

There are other implications involved when dentists sign up with the O.A.S.I. 
We must keep in mind the relationship the administration has made between 
Social Security of the O.A.S.I. and Social Security of the medical and dental 
fields. Their avowed goal is to eventually take care of everyone from the cradle 
to the grave, and would most certainly include dental care in the in-between

years. Would our acceptance of O.A.S.I. imply that we are ready to accept 
socialized medicine? Would we jeopardize our most cherished possession as 
professional men—the ability to carry on a private practice? 

While trying to decide the future of our own old age security, some steps can 
be followed to alleviate our problems: It is most essential to keep our debts at a 
minimum, and to pay up mortgages and large loans as soon as possible; ex. 
pansion programs should not be attempted that will take more than five years © 
to solve financially; keep dental credit within our means as well as the patients; 
invest in only grade “A” securities that have management of sufficient caliber 
to withstand government interference and changing times; try to become solvent 
and remain that way; be ever vigilant in our dealings with the government as 
dentists, and avoid any entanglements which may lead to Socialized Medicine,

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VIOLATION OF MAXILLARY 
SINUSES 


Even an experienced dentist, working 
with the utmost care, may occasionally 
experience the accident of a fractured 
tooth root entering the maxillary sinus 
after an extraction. The moment the 
tooth root disappears from the socket, 
the problem is actually one for the rhi- 
nologist, but should be handled jointly 
with the dentist. Sinusitis and antro-oral 
fistula must be avoided, if possible, by 
treatment. Atlhough the following 
method of procedure is recommended 
for use in a military practice, it should 
prove helpful to the dentist in civilian 
life. 

First of all, extraction procedures must 
be discontinued, and the problem ex- 
plained to the patient. Attempt to locate 
the root fragment to be certain it has 
entered the sinus, and is not merely 
wedged between alveolar bone and the 
sinal membrane, in which case the sinus 
has remained intact. In the case of an 
inexperienced operator, the patient 
should be referred to an oral surgeon, if 
this is found to be the trouble. If the root 
actually is found to be in the sinus cavity, 
only the Caldwell-Luc approach for re- 
moval is recommended. Other attempts 
at removal are not always successful. 

If the sinus is injured during extrac- 
tion by manipulation of the tooth, and 
not by any root fracture, it will usually 
heal without fistulization if normal. The 
socket must be closed by suture, and the 
patient warned that he must not blow 
his nose. Antibiotics should be given 
prophylactically. If fistulas do develop, it 
is probably due to a pre-existing sinusitis. 

If the sinal membrane becomes punc- 
tured during a dental operation, examina- 
tion by antroscope and roentgenography 
should be made. If necessary, fistulization 


can then be prevented by proper therapy. 
In chronic fistulization, insertion of tan- 
talum foil will often close the fistula if 
provisions have been made for adequate 
drainage of the sinus—“FRACTURED 
TOOTH ROOTS IN THE MAXIL- 
LARY SINUSES,” by James ‘C. Chipps, 
Lt. Colonel, DC, U.S.A. and Joseph A.

CHOLESTEROL AND 
DENTAL DISEASE 


Recent tests show evidence of the pos- 
sibility of a connection between choles- 
terol and dental disorders. For some 
time studies of blood levels of cholesterol 
have been made with regard to various 
medical diseases. Now saliva tests from 
persons with these diseases, as well as 
from persons with dental disorders, show 
a higher count of cholesterol than that 
found in saliva tests of persons physically 
well and without dental ills. Results of 
these tests may open the door to a new 
treatment for correction of dental dis- 
eases as well as present a new method of 
diagnosis for the physician which would 
be simpler than the present blood tests 
for cholesterol—“SALIVA CHOLES- 
TEROL LINKED WITH DENTAL 
DISEASE.” Dental Survey, May, 1952.

PLUORIDATION NOTEBOOK 


ANALYSIS OF A. L. 
MILLER REPORT 


The proponents of fluoridation are to 
hear a great deal, both pro and con, 
about the “Delaney Report” in the 
future. A statement is being prepared by 
the American Dental Association and 
will be available in the near future. A 
member of the Delaney Committee, Rep. 
A. L. Miller (Rep. Neb.) released a 
statement prior to the “Delaney Report” 
in which he opposed fluoridation and at- 
tempted to substantiate his negative atti- 
tude by various assertions which were 
analyzed by the American Dental Associa- 
tion in June, 1952 and released in a mim- 
eographed form entitled “An Analysis of 
the Statements by Rep. A. L. Miller 
Which Appear in the Congressional Rec- 
ord March 24 and May 7, 1952.” The 
following are assertions made by Rep. 
Miller and analysis made of these asser- 
tions, taken chiefly from the report of the 
American Dental Association. 

Mr. Miller asserts that there is in- 
adequate knowledge concerning the 
possible effects of fluoridated water on 


the “chronically ill.” He states that wit- - 


nesses testified that experiments are now 
in progress but he implies that adequate 
studies have not been completed. This 
latter implication is not correct and it is 
not in accord with the testimony of many 
of the witnesses who appeared before the 
Congressional Committee. All of the re- 
ports that have come both from con- 
trolled fluoridation studies and from 
population surveys in areas where the 
water supply contains many times the 
concentration of fluoride that is em- 
ployed in controlled fluoridation have 
indicated that the procedure is without 
hazard. Several hundred thousand indi- 
viduals, including people of all ages and 
of varying states of health, are included in 
these studies. 


Mr. Miller infers that the American 
Medical Association is not in complete 
accord with the recommendations to 
fluoridate water supplies. Actually, the 
American Medical Association has given 
full approval, both with respect to the 
safety and with respect to the desirability 
of fluoridating water supplies. 

Mr. Miller further states that the 
American Medical Association and the 
American Dental Association and other 
health agencies now recommending the 
procedure have not done any original 
work of their own. This statement is 
entirely misleading since many of the 
members of the organizations noted have 
participated directly in experimental 
studies, population surveys and other 
demonstration programs which have 
proved the safety and desirability of 
fluoridation. 

In Rep. Miller’s statement he says 
that “fluoridation represents mass medi- 
cation.” This has no basis in fact. Flu- 
oridation does not cure any existing dis- 
ease. It simply provides a nutritional 
factor which is essential to the develop- 
ment of decay-resistant teeth. 

Mr. Miller further implies that “since 
certain individuals were not prepared to 
recommend fluoridation in 1948 or 1949 
they should, therefore, not recommend 
the procedure in 1950.” It should be very 
obvious that in a situation of this sort a 
decision must be made at some time. The 
fact that a different decision was made 
in 1950 simply means that the accumu- 
lation of evidence obtained by that time 
warranted a general recommendation of 
the fluoridation procedure. 

Mr. Miller asserts that the vital sta- 
tistics of Grand Rapids, Michigan, show 
an increased number of deaths from heart 
disease, intracranial lesions, and ne- 
phritis. 

Rep. Miller has been shown to be in 
error because he was comparing 1944 
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data for the City of Grand Rapids with 
1948 data for the whole of Kent County 
in which Grand Rapids is situated. When 
this error was brought to Mr. Miller’s 
attention, he selected 1949 data for com- 
parison with 1944, in which there ap- 
peared to be an even larger increase in 
number of deaths from heart disease. 
Actually, there was no significant in- 
crease, the apparent increase being due 
to the 1949 revision of classification in 
recording deaths. Mr. Miller also quoted 
a population increase of 8% for Grand 
Rapids based on federal estimates. Fig- 
ures prepared by official agencies in 


Grand Rapids and in the State of Mich-— 


igan are based on a more intimate knowl- 
edge of shifts of population in and out 
of the city and reflect an increase of 
22.9% during 1944-1948. In Mr. Miller’s 
statement, he quotes the increase in 
number of deaths due to specific causes 
but does not take into consideration an 
increase in population which would ac- 
count for the increase in deaths. 

It is noteworthy here to mention that 
in spite of Rep. A. L. Miller’s critical 
remarks and the report of Rep. Delaney, 
Washington, D. C. began fluoridation 
of its water supply on June 23 after 
authorization was made last September 
by the Congress of the United States. 
Washington has a population of over a 
million persons. 


VITAL STATISTICS 


In order to determine whether the 
presence of fluoride in a water supply 
resulted in adverse mortality rates and a 
higher incidence of chronic diseases, the 
Illinois State Department of Public 
Health made a study of an eleven year 
period of vital statistics of fourteen 
randomly selected fluoride-free cities and 
compared the rates to Aurora, Joliet, 
Kewanee, and Galesburg. All four of 
these cities with a population of 10,000 
or more have naturally occurring flu- 
orides in their water supply at 0.5 to 1.00 
p-p.m. The conclusion to this study was— 
“The mortality experience in [Illinois 
offers little or no support for claims of 
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adverse effects being produced by limited 

ingestion of fluorine. . . . Since mortali 

rates for fluoride areas do not differ 

statistically from the rates of non-fluoride 

areas, it seems highly improbable that 

the risk of death is increased by drinking 
fluorinated water.”? 


COURTS UPHOLD 
FLUORIDATION 


“In the face of the argument of the 
Plaintiff against water fluoridation, the 
Superior Court of California in and for 
the City and County of San Diego ren. 

, dered the following decision: 

“The Plaintiff's principal arguments 
were based on ‘Constitutional Rights’ 
‘Police Power,’ ‘Force Medication,’ and 
‘Violation of Religious Beliefs.’ 

“The decision of the Court was as 
follows: 

“Tt must be borne in mind that the 
Plaintiff in attacking the resolutions 
mentioned on constitutional grounds, has 
the burden of showing that his rights 
have been or will be invaded if the pro- 
gram in question is adopted. The Plain- 
tiff has filed to meet that burden. 

“*For the reasons stated it must be 
held that the plaintiff has not proved 
that the program here under attack has 
or will invade any of his constitutional 
rights, or that the carrying out of the 
program mentioned will in any wise in- 
jure him. On the other hand, the facts in 
evidence and the authorities cited herein 
demonstrate convincingly that the adop- 
tion of the fluoridation program here in- 
volved is a valid exercise of the police 
power of the city. 

“*Therefore the motion for non-suit 
will be granted.

KEEP COMING! 


Fluoridation petition forms were 
mailed to approximately 3,000 dental so- 
ciety members practicing in Chicago and 
in those suburbs which purchase their 
water from Chicago and each dentist was 
asked to secure a minimum of 30 signa- 
tures of persons asking that the caries 
control measure of fluoridation be made 
available as quickly as possible to chil- 
dren drinking Chicago water. 


Completed petition forms have been 
returned by more than 350 dentists with 
a total of more than 17,000 signatures. 
In view of this encouraging indication of 
the desire of the public for fluoridation, 
we are urging that an even greater num- 
ber of dental society members secure as 
many signatures as possible and return 
their petition forms. If we can present 
the signatures of 50,000 petitioners to the 
Chicago City Council, we will have done 
much to help provide this caries control 
measure to the children of Chicago and 
suburbs using Chicago water. KEEP

NATIONAL DENTAL VETERANS 


Many dentists who are veterans have 
been contacted lately by the National 
Dental Veterans, a new organization with 
headquarters at 4060 goth Street, San 
Diego 4, California. 

A copy of the letter recently sent to 
many veterans asks for donations of $100 
from those classified in Priority II and 
$10.00 from other dentist veterans. Pri- 
ority II individuals are those who have 
received at least part of their dental edu- 
cation at government expense, or were 
deferred to continue their professional 
education during World War II and who 
since have had more than go days and 
less than 21 months active service with 
the armed forces. Priority III individuals 
are those without military service since 
September 16, 1940, and are under 51 
years of age. Priority II contains about 
2,300 dentists, including reserve officers, 
and those physically fit are expected to 
be recalled to active duty before the end 
of 1952. 

One of the objectives of the National 
Dental Veterans is to reverse the order 
of Priorities II and III. These priorities 
were established by Public Law 779, ap- 
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proved by the House of Delegates of the 
American Dental Association, and en- 
acted by the Congress of the United 
States on September 9, 1950. It would, 
however, require an act of Congress to 
change these priorities, and Congress has 
adjourned until January 3, 1953. 

The American Dental Association has 
this to say about the National Dental 
Veterans: “This group has no official 
connection with the American Dental 
Association.” Amen, and good-bye to 
you Priority II’s.

The patient should consent to a “Com- 
plete Diagnosis”—medical, dental, and 
personal history, x-rays and any other 
tests necessary. It is the responsibility of 
the dentist, with the patient’s co-opera- 
tion, to determine the treatment and 
give the best care possible. The patient 
must realize the limitations, as well as 
the responsibilities and possible incon- 
veniences of the treatment prescribed, as 
well as the benefits he will receive. The 
fee should be agreed upon and accepted 
by the patient. Recall care is of the 
greatest importance to both dentist and 
patient. 

Patients stay away from the dental 
office because of ignorance, fear, pro- 
crastination, or worry about the fee. The 
dentist must inform the patient of the 
value of good care, and the importance 
of it in his daily life. Help him to under- 
stand the diagnosis and necessary treat- 
ment. Explain the benefits of the plan 
of treatment to him. Lastly, arrange with 
the patient his terms of payment.—
